Applicant argues that "in Figures 4A-4D of Sakaguchi, lattice constants have nothing to do with cleaving" and "cleaving in Figures 
4A-4D occurs due to porosity of the layer 103, and not due to a difference in lattice constants". 
Applicant's arguments are not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

First, the limitation of cleaving due to a difference in lattice constants is not recited in the claim language; 

Second, the Sakaguchi reference discloses that the interface between the second porous layer 103 and the non-porous layer 102, 
which is "different from the bonding interface" (column 14, lines 1-7). Hence, "a strain gradient would introduced at the interface of the 
second semiconductor layer and the first semiconductor layer"; and also Sakaguchi reference discloses a step of cleaving procedure at 
the strain gradient (that is introduced at the interface of the second semiconductor layer and the first semiconductor layer) so that the 
second semiconductor layer 102' is separated from the first semiconductor layer 103 and the first wafer 101 (see Fig. 4D); 

And third, Applicant fails to provide the reasons to support that why the Sakaguchi reference does not suggest "cleaving procedure at 
said strain gradient" as claimed when the Sakaguchi reference clearly suggest that the second porous layer 103 is separated from the 
non-porous layer 102 by cleaving performing at the strain gradient introduced at the interface between the second porous layer 103 and 
the non-porous layer 102. 
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
